16 years at hard labor, he was 
not required to work during his 
five years in prison near Zagreb. 
He spent most of his time read- 
ing and studying church history.

fered to free him if he would 
leave the country. The Vatican 
rejected the offer. In his cell Car- 
dinal Stepinac told an Associated 
Press correspondent that he would 
not leave Yugoslavia "because I 
do not feel guilty." 


He was freed conditionally on 


Dec. 5, 1951, and 
confined 
to 


Krasic. The 
Yugoslav 
govern- 


ment, referring to him as former 
archbishop, made it clear it did 
not recognize him as head of the 
Catholic Church in Yugoslavia.

:o line up spport. 


Then, suddenly. Johnson appar- 


ently thought his muscles were 
strong. He stopped being com- 
pletely coy about his candidacy. 


Last Friday in New Mexico he 
as still being quoted as saying 


ne would not seek the nomination. 


Then on Saturday night in In- 


dianapolis he told reporters he ex- 
pects to be chairman of the Texas 
delegation to the Democratic con- 
/ention "and I hope it will be 
committed to the support of my 
candidacy." 


Is Seeking Record 


So he finally came out with it, 


to the surprise of nobody. The 
only question about this was when 
he'd 
admit it. 


There's good reason to believe 


that Johnson will try to build up 
in this session of Congress a re- 
cord of legislation that will offset 
some of the Northern liberals' op- 
position to him as a conservative 
and Southerner. 


The evidence is in the almost 


astonishing performance of the 
Senate in the past week. 


Faces Tough Task 


Within a couple of days the

Tuesday, June 7, 1911 


This was probably the biggest 


day in the lives of 36 Gettysburg 
boys who started at 5:30 this 
morning on their four days' hike 
to Washington to meet the Presi- 
dent and see the sights of the 
Capital City. The five patrols of 
Boy Scouts in charge of Rev. 
Joseph B. Baker started out with 
pennants flying and spirits high 
on the first lap of their 80- 
mile trip and by the time most 
Gettysburgians had reached their 
breakfast 
tables the 
boys in

town.

Frederick, Md., June 8, 1911: 


—After a night of very little sleep

this morning on the second lap

about noon, the entrance into the 
city being under the special es- 
cort of the Boy Scouts of Fred- 
erick who met the Gettysburg 
boys 
outside

marched into town with them. 
All were in good shape with the 
possible exception, of being a lit- 
tle tired and the appearance of 
blisters on their feet. Notwith- 
standing, they at once started ar- 
rangements for a baseball game 
in the afternoon.

were in Thurmont where they 
stayed last night in the town hall. 
Soon after their arrival in Thur- 
mont Wednesday afternoon

Each Scout had 
made his bed by placing two 
rows of chairs lacing each other 
and then laying blankets on them. 
Though they had been on the go 
since early morning not a Scout 
was tired and all night long there 


was noise in the hall with the re- 
sult that very few got more than 
two or three hours sleep. 


Bob Jones Had Toothache 


One Scout would get awake, 


and with his staff poke his neigh- 
bor in the ribs. The neighbor 
would at once vent his displeas- 
ure on the next Scout and there 
was racket from similar causes 
(he entire night. Patrols paced the 
floor but could not keep quiet in 
the darkness and by stumbling 
over the improvised beds helped 
add to the confusion. 


Robert Jones 
suffered 
from 


toothache all night and he was 
compelled to walk some to re- 
lieve the pain. This too helped 
to add to the general unrest 
and at three o'clock this morning 
some of the Scouts decided it was 
time to rise. Others soon followed 
and by four o'clock all were up 
and eating breakfast. A half hour 
later all but two of the Scouts 
had started on the trip. These 
were Robert Jones, whose tooth- 
ache made him go to Frederick 
by trolley, and William Timmins 
who was commissioned to accom- 
pany him as chief sympathizer. 
The former is expected to be in 
condition for Friday's march aft- 
er today's rest.

tions of the White House are held.

Wilson signed the 


bill June 15. 1916, and gave the

President Wilson issued a proc- 


lamation 
in 1919 asking that 


June 8 to 14 "be observed as 
Boy Scout Week throughout the 
United States for the purpose of 
strengthening the work of the 
Boy Scouts of America." 


"The Boy Scouts," his proclama- 


tion said, "have not only demon- 
strated their worth to the nation, 
but have also materially contrib- 
uted to a deeper 
appreciation 


by the American people of the 
higher conception of patriotism 
and good citizenship. 


Youth Important 


"Every natio^denends for its 


future upon thB proper training 
and development of its youth. The 
American boy must have the best 
training and discipline our great 
democracy can provide if Amer- 
ica is to maintain her ideals, her 
standards and her influence in 
the world.

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HARDING SET UP

will have an opportunity to share 
in the project. Each donor will 
sign his name on a scroll. These 
names 
will be sealed in the 


commemorative tribute as evi- 
dence of the contributor's ap- 
preciation of the services rendered 
by the volunteer leaders during 
the half century- 


Fifty dime-sized coin slots have 


been sent to each Scoutmaster, 
Cubmaster, and Explorer advi- 
sor. It is hoped that each unit 
will fill the cin card and contrib- 
ute at least ten cents per boy. 
Adult members, if they wish, may 
contribute currency or a check. 


The final form of the tribute
